A  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Deering, 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs  was  called  to  order  at  7:15 
P.M.  in  the  afternoon  of  March  12,  1953,  by  the  moderator,  How- 
ard E,  Whitney.

Article  24,   It  was  voted  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  neces- 
sary to  defray  Town  charges  and  make  appropriations  for  same. 

Article  25.   It  was  amended  to  read  as  follows:   It  was  voted 
that  the  Town  authorize  and  direct  the  Selectmen  to  auction  pro- 
perty taken  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed,  such  auction  to  be  held  with- 
in the  ensuing  year. 

Article  26,   It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Tax 
Collector  to  permit  tax  payers  of  the  Town  to  pay  their  anticipat- 
ed property  taxes  in  advance  and  to  discount  such  anticipated  pay- 
ments made  prior  to  1  November  of  each  year,  at  a  rate  not  great- 
er than  the  interest  rate  which  would  be  paid  by  the  Town  for  bor- 
rowings in  anticipation  of  taxes.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES '  REPORT 


The  Bearing  Public  Library  continues  to  function,  in  a  lim- 
ited fashion,  with  the  help  and  encouragement  of  a  small  but 
faithful  group  of  readers  J   During  July  and  August  the  little 
old  school  house  "comes  alive",  and  is  open  twice  a  week.   Morn- 
ing hours  were  tried  this  past  summer  with  the  thought  that  it 
might  be  more  convenient  for  shoppers.   The  Bookmobile  visited 
us  three  times  and  left  approximately  250  books.   During  the  win- 
ter these  books  are  available  a^.  the  homes  of  the  trustees  and 
the  librarian,  and  strangely  enough,  the  circulation  from  these 
points  is  larger  than  from  the  library  itself.   Because  books 
are  loaned  from  more  than  one  place,  it  is  difficult  to  keep 
exact  circulation  figures,  but  approximately  301  books  were  loan- 
ed in  1953,  which  is  an  improvement  of  196  2. 

Mrs.  Lothrop  Herrick  resigned  as  trustee  in  the  spring,  and 
Mrs.  John  Griffiths  was  appointed  to  fill  out  her  term.   Mr. 
Edward  Segrell  took  over  as  Treasurer,  a  vacancy  created  by  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Mary  Holden,  who  had  served  as  treasurer  for  many 
years.   Many  worth-while  books  were  given  to  the  library  by  our 
thoughtful  friends. 

We  know  the  little  library  will  continue  to  exist  because  or 
its  historical  value  to  the  town,  and  we  hope  more  of  the  towns- 
people will  make  use  of  it  in  the  future.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  A.<ID  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest  forest 
fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  years.   The  con- 
tinued drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before,  the 
potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and  val- 
uable forests,  homes  and  livelihood.   In  true  American  tradition 
of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger 
was  minimized  by  active  prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of 
personal  rights  for  the  common  good.   It  was  the  greatest  demon- 
stration of  public  cooperation  ever  experienced  by  those  respon- 
sible for  local  and  state  fire  control.   The  ready  forces  of  volun- 
teer fire  services  kept  the  losses  low.   For  their  effort  and  pub- 
lic response  the  general  fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt 
thanks  for  a  Job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad  fire 
years.   It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our  pub- 
lic conscience  -a  habit.   Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire  causes 
too  many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  wil]  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn  within 
the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.   Burn  late 
in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy  or 
damp  days.   Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop  extin- 
guish it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  -  its  safer.   A 
neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  lighted  cigarette  or  match.   Make  this  a 
year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  surround- 
ings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.   Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire 
and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Lets  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  bear"  and  "Keep.  New  Hampshire 
Green  and  growing  in  1964.

ZONING  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Zoning  Commission  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  a  result  of 
the  vote  at  the  1963  Annual  Meeting  has  held  four  public  hear- 
ings on  the  subject  and  has  talked  with  many  of  the  Voters  and 
Taxpayers  before  recommending  to  you  for  adoption  the  zoning  ordi- 
nance published  separately  and  sent  to  all  the  interested  parties 
in  the  Town. 

The  question  has  been  put  on  the  ballot  in  accordance  with  Re- 
vised Statutes  Annotated  1955  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  in 
the  following  form: 

"Shall  the  zoning  uj.dinance  as  proposed  by  the 
zoning  commission  be  adopted  for  this  Town?" 

We  believe  that  the  proposed  ordinance  puts  no  unreasonab-te  bur- 
den on  anyone,  and  that  it  does  mainly  provide  for  the  application 
of  the  Golden  Rule  in  dealing  with  the  property  values  of  all  the 
property  owners  of  Deering,  and  consequently  r-ecommend  that  the 
Voters  cast  their  ballots  "Yes"  to  this  question.
